With a reception on Friday after- 
noon last — that of Varnishing Day — 
at the Fine Arts Galleries in West 57th 
Street, the Academy of Design opened 
its eightieth annual exhibition, which 
will continue through Jan. 28 from 10 
A. M. to 6 P. M. and 8 to 10 P. M. 
each week day, and on Sundays' when 
admission will be free, from i to 4 
P. M. 

The opening reception, which the 
officers of the Academy are endeavor- 
ing to transform into an art occasion 
like that of the "Vernissage'' at the 
Paris Salons was largely attended, and 
by a representative throng of artists, 
art lovers and connoissieurs, and was 
an interesting and encouraging affair. 
While an orchestra played, for four 
hours the galleries were filled with a 
crowd, whose members chatted with 
each other, and studied and discussed 
the pictures and sculptures shown. 
Few of the prominent artists of the 
city were absent, and many came from 
out of town. 



''The Assumption," by Greco, was 
until recently in the Museum of Ma- 
drid and has been purchased by 
Durand-Ruel, No. 5 West 36th Street, 
in whose Paris Galleries it is ex- 
hibited. It is one of the three largest 
and most important works of Greco.

tion of Greco's works held in the. Na- 
tional Museum of Prado, Madrid, 1902, 
and written by Salvator Viniegra, di- 
rector and curator of the Museum : 
''The history of. Greco commences at 
the time when he went to Spain, called 
there by command of Philip II., which 
the latter made by means of his Ambas- 
sadors to all the great Italian artists, 
and in 1577 Greco is found established 
at Toledo, painting 'El despojo de las 
vestidas,' which, with 'El entierro del 
Conde de Orgaz' and 'The Assumption' 
(No. 6 of the catalogue) are his three 
greatest official works." 

"The Assumption'' bears on the back 
of the canvas a seal in ink, represent- 
ing a ducal crown surmounting the ini- 
tials S. G. — which are those of Sebas- 
tian Gabriel — Marie de Bourbon and

full of atmosphere. Emil Carlsen's 
three landscapes are virile and his still 
life has admirable technique. Paul 
Dougherty's marine "Clearing After 
Gale" well represent him. "Laborers 
Drinking' is perhaps the best of Haw- 
thorne's examples, and "Showery Day" 
shows Williams at his best. The brush 
of Robert Gauley is at its., best in 
"Mother and Child", and Albert GroU's 
four landscapes are all full of tonal 
quality and are soft and harmonious in 
color. 

The thought that inspired the me- 
morial exhibition of eighteen thorough- 
ly characteristic and representative ex- 
amples of the gifted hand of the late 
John H. Twachtman, now on at the 
Knoedler Galleries, No. 355 Fifth Ave- 
nue, and to remain there through 
Wednesday next, was one most credit- 
able to the dead artists' fellows of "The 
Ten American Painters" and the lovers 
and admirers of Twachtman 's art, who 
have joined with them in this tribute to 
his memory. 

These last are Messrs. Thomas B. 
Clark, Charles L. Freer, John Gellatly, 
William T. Evans, J. D. J. Kelley, 
David Munro, Henry W. Poor, Au- 
gustus St. Gaudens and Stanford 
White. 

The pictures shown are : "February," 
"River in Winter," "Wild Cherry 
Tree," "The Snowstorm," "Sailing,'' 
"On the Upper Terrace," "Summer 
Day," "September Sunlight," "Country 
Road," "The Little Bridge," "Green- 
wich Hills," "Sailing in the Mist,"

The tenderness sentiment and poetic 
simplicity of Twachtman's art, its feel- 
ing for and synipathy with nature, and 
from a technical viewpoint — its tonal- 
ity, delicacy of color and refinement, 
are all well shown in this delightful 
and artistic display. Some of the can- 
vases, and especially the large "River 
in Winter," and "Summer" and that 
dream of iridescent color "Sailing in 
the Mist" will be a revelation to those 
art lovers who have not had the oppor- 
tunity to study Twachtman's work, 
and especially that of his latter days. 
He is already called "the American 
Monet," and surely the pictures now 
shown evince his worthiness to bear 
the appellation. The master of Giv- 
erny has never dreamed more soulful 
and poetic dreams, than did Twacht- 
man when he painted "The Snow- 
storm" and the "Sailing in the Mist". 



With the opening year comes again 
the annual exhibition of water colors 
by F. Flopkinson Smith at the Noe 
Galleries on Fifth Avenue. 

This season Mr. Smith shows 39 of 
his always attractive and clever tran- 
scriptions — for the most part, as usual, 
of Venice, Normandy and the River 
Thames in summer — but with some 
five or six glimpses of the beach and 
coast at the famous Spanish watering 
place of San Sebastian, on the N. W. 
coast of Spain. These give a charm- 
ing and evidently truthful idea of the 
picturesque scenery and the bright 
sunshine of the resort. No new note 
is struck in the Venetian Normandy or 
English scenes. All are well painted, 
and with remarkable dexterity and 
knowledi^e of the medium. The dis- 
])lay will rcma-n open through Jan. 14.

Eighty years is a long period in still 
young America, and especially for an 
art institution to endure. So the Na- 
tional Academy of Design which, on 
Saturday last, opened at the Fine Arts 
Galleries in West S7th Street, its eigh- 
tieth annual exhibition to the public, 
well deserves the title of venerable, 
and its annual displays should and do 
rank as events in the American art 
world. It has been the fashion for 
about twenty-six years past, among 
many art writers to either condemn the 
annual Academy displays, or to damn 
them with faint praise — and this fash- 
ion still continues. It- must be admit- 
ted that the displays have frequently 
given groun-d for adverse criticism and 
that the present one is by no means 
perfect ; but is this almost wholesale 
condemnation entirely just, is" it gen- 
erous, and above all, is it loyal to the 
cause "of American art and therefore 
is it wise?. 

The fact that for some ten years past 
at least, there has been new blood in 
the Academy councils, much of it 
drawn from what was formerly the 
hostile organization of the Society of 
American Artists, and that there have 
been and are earnest efforts on the part 
of the new management to better and 
broaden the annual exhibitions, seems 
to be overlooked by many art writers 
and credit, which is due, withheld. 

This is no plea for the respect due to 
age. The Academy has endured, and 
on the whole prospered through gen- 
erations of American art writers and 
critics, and will endure and prosper 
after the present generation of art 
writers and critics in their turn shall 
have passed away. 

Meanwhile, despite its faults it of- 
fers each year much that is encourag- 
ing, much that is good, and much that 
is worth the seeing and the study. 
Should not the men who are laboring 
to build up and give new life to the 
venerable institution, and its annual 
displays be encouraged — and their ef- 
forts be at least appreciated? A little 
more fairness and a laying aside of the 
old idea that the Academy display 
should be written down, because it has 
been so written down for years past, 
should be in order. 



THE EIGHTIETH ACADEMY. 



Fraulein Antone Stolle of the Royal 
Academy, Berlin, has been highly com- 
plimented on her collection of slides of 
the master pieces of the principal mus- 
eums of Europe shown recently at the 
National Arts Clubs. It is an interest- 
ing way of bringing the treasures of 
the old world before an American au- 
dience. 



The general consensus of opinion of 
artists and art lovers on the Academy 
display would seem to be that it has a 
good average of merit, and contains 
among its 383 canvases many good and 
some superior works. It is not a great 
display but it is not a poor one. It has a 
new feature in the showing of some 
fifteen works by western artists, and 
these, hung on the west wall of the 
Vanderbilt gallery attract much atten- 
tion. They are almost without excep- 
tion, whether landscapes or genres, 
painted in a low color key and are 
somewhat sombre in consequence in 
general effect. ''The Man Who. Would 
Be King'' by Sidney Gorliam, the 
largest and most ambitious figure 
work, is good in composition and draw- 
ing. Of the landscapes "Trelyon Moors" 
by George Gardner Symons is broadly 
and strongly painted, and "Montecito" 
by William Wendt has fine distance 
and is strongly suggestive in a certain 
dry stippled effect of the Italian land- 
scapist Segantini. 

The ptize pictures are Edward 
Gay's "In the South Wind" (Inness 
gold medal), a characteristic wheat 
field, Childe Hassam's "Lorelei". 
(Clarke prize), a well drawn and beau- 
tifully colored nude with landscape ac- 
cessories, and Thomas Eakin's (Proc- 
tor prize) strong and natural portrait 
of ; Professor Leslie R. Miller. The 
three Hallgarten prizes went respec- 
tively to F. Luis Mora for his good 
figure work, "The Letter", to Gustave 
Wiegand, for a charming^ landscape. 
"Early Spring Moonrise", and to M. 
Petersen, for a well painted and com- 
posed figure work "Curiosity Seekers." 
These awards have been criticised as 
art exhibition awards always are, but, 
on the whole, they seem to afford gen- 
eral satisfaction. Edward Gay and 
Thomas Eakins, the veteran land- 
scapist and portraitist, have in partic- 
ular been warmly congratulated by 
their fellow painters on their awards, 
which appear to be most popular. 

The display of sculpture is regret- 
tably small, and the marines and figure 
works shown are none too many. 
Among the sculptures mention must 
be made of J. Scott Hartley's finely 
modeled and speaking busts of Wil- 
liam T. Evans, and of Otis Skinner as 
Shylock, of Bessie Potter Vonnoh's 
"Modern Madonna", of Phinister Proc- 
tor's bas relief "The Moose Family", 
and of Charles H. Niehaus's sym- 
bolical equestrian figure of "St. Louis". 
The displav as usual has many por- 
traits and landscapes. This is at- 
tributable to the present prevailing 
fashion for having one's portrait 
painted, and to the fact that the fancy 
of collectors of American pictures how 
seems to run more to landscapes. These 
fashions have brought forward many 
new portrait paiitters, have spurred on 
the older ones, and have undoubtedly 
done much to strengthen and en- 
courage American landscapists. 

A study of the landscapes in the 
Academy display is encouraging and 
inspiring. There are too many among 
the 383 pictures shown to make it pos- 
sible to even mention many that are 
deserving, but as a whole the land- 
scapes of the display are its best 
feature. 

Of the portrtaits which demand 
notice Carroll Beckwith sends two, 
one a full length standing one of the 
auburn haired, pleasant and strong 
featured youthful President Fellows, 
of Maine University — a dignified and 
serious work, of much technical excel- 
lence, and an altoe^ether charming, 
fresh and natural half length standing 



one of a girl. Miss Florence Nesbit— 
which is one of the best products of 
the artists brush. William M. Chase 
sends two portraits — one a three-quar- 
ter length seated view of Mr. John S. 
Kennedy, strongly drawn, well posed 
and a striking likeness, but a little cold 
in the flesh tones — and a warmer arid 
better half length of "Mrs. S." The 
artist also shows a splendid still life 
and a characteristic plain air little land- 
scape. 

From the able brush of John W. 
Alexander come two superior portraits, 
"An Interesting Book" and "A Study", 
the latter a three-quarter length seated 
one of a girl, a most successful and 
daring piece of corriposition, light 
effect and color. Few, if any, modern 
portraitist could have managed as has 
this artist, the harmonizing of the in- 
sistent green of the dress and back- 
ground and placed the triumphant note 
of rich red in the poppy in the hair. 

Robert Henri, who has a host of ad- 
mirers, shows only one portrait, "A 
Brown Girl", technically admirable. 
There are good painting and technique 
in Lydia Emmet's portrait of "A Boy". 
Helen Watson Phelps' "Contessa" has 
sweet expression and lovely color, and 
Samuel Isham's portrait of "Mrs. 
Sperry" is well drawn and has distinc- 
tion but is fiat and. dry in color. Strik- 
ing and natural is Robert •¥ 
standine portrait of Mr. JoKi^G. Mil- 
burn, and well composed aHji finely 
drawn is .William M. Paxton^v double 
portrait of "The Sisters". 1^%; 

Strong is Zelma Baylo^?^'pom^ait of 
"My Mother", and yery refined and 
decorative is Letitia B. Hart's "Paint- 
ing",, while Walter Flcrian's full length 
standing one of Dr. Otto Moses suffers 
from poor hanging, and lighting, but 
has splendid technique and fine ex- 
pression. A warmly and well colored 
and painted bust portrait of Mr. Wil- 
liam A. Duer by George Burroughs 
Torrey, a capital likeness, a life-like 
one of Miss Robsoh as "Merely Mary 
Ann", and good portraits by Adelaide 
Cole Chase, Luis Mora, Juliet Thomp- 
son, Frank W. Benson, Charles F. 
Naegele and Irving R. Wiles, the last 
splendid in technique, must complete 
the portrait list. 

The stronger landscapists, and es- 
oecially Murphy, Bruce Crane, W. L. 
LathroD, Leonard Ochtman, A. T. Van 
Laer, J. Alden Weir, Groll, Charles 
Miller.. Bristol, Charles Warren. Eaton, 
Shurtleff, Howard Butler, Emil Carl- 
sen, Melville Dewey, George Smillie, 
W. L. Lathrop, W. Merritt Post and 
Elliott Daingerfield, the last a new- 
comer in the landscape field, with a 
beautiful and rich colored canvas — are 
all well represented. . , 

In marines W. T. Richards, F. K. M. 
Rehn, D. J. Cue, J. G. Tyler, J. C. 
Nicoll, Henry B. Suell, I. A. Josephi 
are to the fore, while W. Verplanck 
Birney, Walter Satterlee, Luis Mora 
and Charles C. Curran, perhaps show 
the best figure pictures. The land- 
scapes, marines and figure works will 
be reviewed in next week's issue.

The best of these were 
made by Harry Dougherty and Her- 
bert Maine. Posters for. the "Simple 
Life" party were made by Edward 
Hopper and Guy de Bois and for the 
"Strenuous Life" by Katherine Hubble 
and Rockwell Kent. 

In January the school will elect one 
of these parties. The school authori- 
ties highly approve of these societies 
as they bring the students together and 
promote fellowship and unity. • •

Its back- 
ground — the warm dusk of earlier even- 
ing in Southern Europe — is a splendid 
foil for the fascinating Marquise, with 
her beautiful head coquettishly tilted a 
bit backward — a laughing gleam in her 
eyes, a deep crimson rose and a jewel or 
two in the wavy mass of her gray hair — 
worn a-la-Pompadour. 



The sale which began at the American 
Art Galleries, No. 6 East 23d Street, 
on Thursday afternoon, will continue 
there to-night and A^Ionday and 
Tuesday afternoons of next week. The 
remarkable collection of Oriental Art ob- 
jects removed from the Yamamaka Gal- 
leries, 254 Fifth Avenue, has been attend- 
ed by throngs of art lovers and collectors.
